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MARKET  SUMMARY  - FEBRUARY  1975 

The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  xiniform  producer  price  is  $8.49  per  cwt.  at  pool 
plants  for  milk  testing  3.5^  butterfat.  The  producer  butterfat  differential  is 
7.8  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3.5^^  test.  This  is 
a price  decrease  of  91  cents  below  February  1974  and  a decrease  of  7 cents  below 
January  1975. 

In  February  1975?  77.7%  of  producer  milk  received  by  pool  plants  was  priced  in 
Class  I at  $8.95  per  cwt.,  8.2%  was  priced  in  Class  II  at  $6.95  per  cwt  and  l4.1% 
was  priced  in  Class  III  at  $6.85  per  cwt.  for  milk  testing  3.5%  butterfat.  The 
February  butterfat  differential  for  all  milk  testing  above  or  below  3.5%  is  7*8 
cents. 

Total  producer  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  February  1975  was  27? 677? 197 
pounds  which  is  a decrease  of  1,821,085  pounds  or  a daily  average  decrease  of 
6.2%  compared  with  February  1974.  The  February  daily  average  deliveries  from 
601  producers  was  1,645  pounds.  This  compares  to  738  farms  delivering  a daily 
average  of  1,428  poiuads  per  day  dxiring  February  1974.

FEBRUARY  MILK  PRODUCTION  VIRTUALLY  SAME  AS  LAST  Y^ 

Milk  production  during  February  is  estimated  at  8,768  million  pounds, 
practically  unchanged  from  a year  earlier  but  nearly  2 percent  below  ' 
February  1973.  February  production  provided  1.47  pounds  of  milk  per 
person  daily  for  all  uses  compared  with  1.48  a year  ago  and  1»52  for 
February  1973. 

PRODUCTION  PER  COW  UP  4 POUNDS,  MILK  COWS  DOWN  FRACTIONALLY 

February  milk  production  per  cow  was  783  pounds,  up  4 pounds  from  a year 
earlier  and  10  pounds  above  February  1973. 

Milk  cows  on  farms  during  February  totaled  11,192,000  head,  down  0.5  per- 
cent from  February  1974. 

FEBRUARY  MILK-FEED  PRICE  RATIO 


The  February  milk-feed  price  ratio  was  up  6 percent  from  January,  but  9 
percent  below  February  1974.  The  relatively  sharp  decline  in  the  value  of 
rations  from  a month  ago  compared  with  a rather  small  reduction  in  the  price 
of  milk  sold  to  plants  resulted  in  the  6 percent  increase  in  the  milk- feed 
price  ratio  over  January.

PRODUCER  MILK  BASE  - 1975 

The  Federal  Order  milk  producer  bases  were  announced  February  28,  1975.  These 
milk  bases  were  calculated  for  each  producer  from  milk  delivered  to  Chattanooga 
area  pool  plants  during  the  months  of  September  197^  thru  January  1975.  The 
Federal  Order  milk  base  will  be  used  for  "pooling"  and  computing  the  Federal  Order 
producer  Base  and  Excess  price  for  each  of  the  months  of  March  through  July  1975. 

An  entire  Chattanooga  Federal  Order  base  which  is  assigned  to  a producer  may  be 
transferred  from  a person  holding  such  base  to  any  other  person  effective  as  of 
the  end  of  any  month  during  which  an  application  for  such  transfer  is  received  by 
the  Lferket  Administrator,  such  application  to  be  on  forms  approved  by  the  Market 
Administrator  and  signed  by  the  base-holder,  or  his  heirs  and  by  the  person  to  whom 
such  base  is  to  be  transferred.  A milk  base  that  is  held  jointly  (partners)  may 
be  transferred  if  the  application  is  signed  by  all  joint  holders. 

A complete  copy  of  the  Chattanooga  Federal  Order  Base  - Excess  r\iles  was  shown  on 
the  producer  Base  announcement  for  information  to  each  producer.
